5S a precaution against the 
A spread of influenza in St. 

Louis, Health Commissioner 
Starkloff today issued a state- 
ment in which he advises against 
going to places where a number 
of persons are gathered, espe- 
Clally indoors, and against com- 
ing in contact with those who 
have even slight colds. 

The text of the statement fol- 
lows: 

“There has been a recurrence 
of influenza recently, particular- 
ly in the Great Lakes Naval Sta- 
tions and Chicago district. 

“It is almost certain that St. 
Louis is again facing an outbreak 
also, although the number of 
cases so far reported have been 
few. An investigation of the 
present outbreak seems to indi- 
cate that while the type of this 
disease now existing is actively 
contagious, the disease is lacking 
in the virulence of the previous 
outbreak last year. 

“In view of the fact that 
outbreak in this city 
ened it is strongly urged that 
the public take precautions to 
prevent its spread. 

“All persons are 
refrain ,from attending 
places where a number 
sons are gathered, especially in- 
doors, and more particularly in- 
door places that are not fully 
and freely ventilated. It is also 
advised that persons refrain, as 
far as possible, from coming in 
contact with any person that

“Tt is impossible for a college pro- 
fessor with a wife and, perhaps, a 
famliy to maintain his proper sta- 
tion and devote all his energies to 
his profession on $3000 a year, the 
highest salary now paid at Bryn 
Mawr. It has been suggested that 
our colleges increase their tuition 
fees. Such a thing is impractical if 
our institutions are to remain dem- 
ocratic and if opportunities for 
higher education are to be provided 
for those without means. 

Terms Condition “Deplorable.” 

“It is deplorable that professors, 
who have spent years of effort in 
preparing themselves for their diffi- 
cult profession and who are required 
to devote many of what should be 
their leisure hours of research work. 
shoyld be compelled to work for $60 
or $65 a week. Why, almost any la- 
borer of any degree of skill can earn 
as much.” 

Miss Taft. discussing the formation 
of teachers’ unions in various parts 
of the country, declared that she fa- 
vored organization, but did not be- 
lieve unionization was the proper 
form.

(Here a portion of Bernstorff's 
note has been lost in cabling. What 
follows is part of a note sent be- 
tween Nov. 21 and Dec. 1 to Bern- 
storff by Foreign Minister Zimmer- 
man.) 

“T would prefer Wilson’s peace ac- 
tion to our action mentioned in the 
telegram of Nov. 22. In this case, 
however, it is absolutely essential | 
that Wilson should decide upon 
speedy action, if possible upon the 
opening of Congress or immediately 
after. Delaying this until the New 
Year would require further military 
preparations for the spring offensive, 
the execution of which would pre- 
sumably strengthen the registance 
against peace action from the side of 
the military.

$12,400,000 ‘PORKLESS’ RIVERS 
AND HARBORS BILL PASSES 


‘House Refuses to Appropriate $11,- 
— 000,000 for Work on Mississippi, 
Ohio and Missouri Rivers. 
By the Asrociated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 23.—Attacks 
on the “‘porklesg’ rivers and harbors 
appropriation bill failed yesterday in 
the House, and after numerous 
amendments, had been rejected, the 
' measure was passed with its appro- 
priation of $12,400,000 for mainten- 
ance and continuance of work on 
projects under way. The vote on the 
'bill which carried the smallest ap- 
propriation of any measure of its 
_kind in years, was 167 to 25. 
Previous to the final vote effort 
‘Was made to recommit the measure 
with instruction to specify numerous 
river and harbor improvements, 
i scattered throughout the country, 
but this move was defeated, 207 to 
(116. Likewise the House refused to 
appropriate $11,000,000 for work on 
‘the Mississippi, Ohio and Missouri

smaller projects. This proposal was 
'beaten by a vote of 128 to 54.

Undoubtedly there is ground for Mr. Gompers’ pro- 
test that it puts a weapon in the hands of official- 


dom to strike at labor. Clauses in the bill are 
so sweeping in character that they might easily be 
utilized to punish persons in organizations whose 
purposes, legitimate in themselves, or whose actions, 
proper enough in their immediate intent, might be 
construed as intended to incite to disorder or de- 
struction of property. The powers placed in officials’ 
hands and the scope permitted for the exercise of 
official judgment might easily be utilized for repres- 
sion of an autocratic character. 

The possible misuse of sections of the bill against 
legitimate associations and organizations, industrial, 
civic and political, fs only part of the indictment 
against this vicious measure. If adopted it would 
affect the vital interests of all the people; it would 
affect the liberty of the press and the freedom of the 
people to discuss public questions relating to the
